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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fornis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 ,3, and 1 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lykes et al. (US 5068556) in view of Takahashi et al. (US 713915). 

Regarding claim 1 , Lykes et al. disclose (figures 4-6) an electrical machine, 
having a stator (25) which is received In a housing (28a) that is closed by a housing 
cap, and having a rotor (35) that includes a shaft which is rotatably received in roller 
bearings (34) characterized In that the roller bearings (34) are received by bearing rings 
(28). which are supported in the stator (25) of the electrical machine, stator (25) of the 
electrical machine, the stator Is provided on its face ends with openings (26) for 
receiving the bearing rings (30). and the openings (26) are configured as annular 
grooves extending in a circumferential direction. 

Takahashi et al. disclose the annular grooves (fig. 6, the groove form between 
winding and housing 110) are provided on an outer diameter of the stator (s). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the stator core of Lykes to accommodate the stator core 
having annular groove as taught by Takahashi et al. and in order to perform functionally 
and equally with the claimed invention. 
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Regarding claim 3, Lykes et al. disclose the bearing rings are made from a 
nonmagnetic material. 

Regarding claim 12, Lykes et al. disclose the annular grooves (26) are provided 
in a stator opening for the rotor.
